The Registration Board and the 
Elevator Men Stirred Up. 


Shortage in Grain--Annual Loss of One 
Hundred Thousand Bushels--What Each 
Side Says*-Much Feeling Over the Affair. 


The Merchants’ Exchange is stirred to its 
depths just now, especially those members who 
are engaged in the grain trade and elevator busi- 
ness. It is all over the question of short weights 
in grain at the elevators. When the Registration 
Board commenced its work of registering ware- 
house receipts of grain, Henry Amelung, the 
registrar? discovered a discrepancy between the 
weights of grain brought in by his supervisors of 
weighing and the receipts issued by the different 
elevators. These supervisors watch the weighing 
of every car of grain that goes into the elevator 
they may be stationed at, and these weights, cop- 
ied into their books along with the car number 
and initials, are handed in by them every morn- 
ing to the registrar. When the warehouse receipts 
are brought in for registration they are compared 
with the supervisors returns. Mr. Amelung 
Says that uniformly he has founda _ shortage 
ol from 60 to 140 pounds to the car inthe ware- 
house receipts as compared with the supervisor's 
returns. Upto yesterday, Mr. G. Mattison, the 
chief weigher anpointed by the Exchange, has 
had charge of all the weighing of grain in the ele- 
vators, and has allowed the elevators to deduct a 
certain amount from the weights to make up any 
loss Irom waste. On Saturday eyening Mattison’s 
term of office expired, and yesterday inorning Mr, 
Amelung took entire charge. He,at onee noti- 
fied the elevators that he woyjd not register any 
more of their receipts which did not agree in 
weight with the returns made to him by his super- 


visors. He, however, in order not to block busi- 
ness all at once, finaily de- 
termined to keep op registering  re- 


ceipts until the Board of Directors of the Ex- 
change had taken some action in the matter, but 
he told every holder of a receipt who brought it 
in for registration exactly the loss in weight there 
was on his receipt. This in itself created a great 
deal of remark. It should be stated here that Mr. 
Aimelung reported the discrepancy between his 
supervisors’ reports and the warehouse receipts 
some time agotothe Board of Directors. e 
couid take no action in the matter until yesterday, 


owiug to Mattison having charge of the weighing. 
The Board of Directors had a very lively diseus- 
sion over the matter,; and finally a commit- 


teé was appointed to confer with the eleva- 
tor men, find out their views and _ report 
to-day at a meeting of the Directors when 
final action would be taken. In the meantime 
legal authorities were seen and opinions asked. 
Their universal opinion was that the elevators 
had no right to deduct anything from the weights; 
They had pooner their rates of storage as 114¢ 
ver bushel for the first ten days, and 44¢ per 
ushel for each additional ten days, and on these 
terms the elevators must take all risks, outside of 
loss by fire and flood. They could not legally taxe 
off a pound for waste or shrinkage. Mr. Amelung 
wrote the Warehouse Registrar of Chicago, where 
the registration system has been a success for 
years, asKing himif an allowance was made the 
Chicago elevators for waste, and lhe wrote back 
that not a pound was allowed the elevators. 
THERE WAS A GREAT STIR 
on the floor yesterday and to-day over this mat- 
ter. Receivers of grain were exhibiting their 
warehouse receipts andthe registrar’s returns 
showing the difference in the weights between 
the two, Messrs. Talbot & Melton nad four ele- 
Vator receipts, two of which were of corn in 
Union Elevator, upon which the loss in weight, or 
difference between the elevator receiptand super- 
visor’s report, Was 100 pounds to the car; one 
Central Elevator receipt for acar of corn witha 
loss of 70 pounds, and one St. Louis Elevator re- 
ceipt foracar oi oats with alossof 80 unds. 
Mr. Talbot said he did not blame the’ elevators 
for deducting from the weights for waste, but he 
thought they should be more uniformand each 


make the same deduction. “Now, 
what will m country shippers say 
to these differences,” remsaried Mr. 
Talbot. It was conceded on all hands that 


the Board of Registration had already aone incal- 
culable service in uncovering this matter, which, 
while it might be a custom and an unwritten rule 
here and elsewhere, was nevertheless hardiy 
thought to be justifiable under the circumstances, 
While it is believed by a good many that the ele- 
vators should not stand ail the loss in weight on 
the grain going into them, yet, as the elevators 
had never publicly anpounced that they would 
make any such deduction in weight, the members 
were of the opinion thatthey should not be al- 
lowed todo so, Speaking of what might be lost 
by the country re who sent their grain to 
this market, a member said: 

“It is estimated that 80,000 cars of grain were 
received here last year. Now deduct seventy-tive 
pounds—the minimum of what these ele- 
vators take off. ' That makes 6,000,000 
pounds for the year. Withsixty pounds—the 
maximum weight to the bushel for grain—to 
the bushel this makesa loss tothe country of 
10000 bushels on shipments to this market. Only 
tor this registration system this would still be go- 
ing on undiscovered, for before registration went 
into effect we had no proofs.” 

A couple of Elevator men were waited upon for 
their side of the question, and they s very 
freely and frankly on the subject. D. 8. Grier, 
president of the Union Elevator, stated that it 
was siinply a tare that every elevator took off for 
waste in dust and other foreign substances, that 
otherwise would be a dead loss to the elevator. In

THE KRING CASE, 

The glorious uncertainty of the law, which 
has been so often illustrated in this celebrat- 
ed case, has received fresh illustration in a 
decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States reversing the decision pronounced by 
the Supreme Court of the State of Missouri, 
and saving from the gallows a criminal who 
has twice had sentence of death passed on 
him. In order to make the illustration as 
complete as possible, the Supreme Bench is 
divided as equally as possible by opposing 
opinions, the Chief Justice being on the side 
of the minority, and the weight of character, 
influence and learning among the Justices 
being also very evenly divided. 

When the highest legal tribunal of the 
Republic is tiius divided in its judicial 
opinion, it would be absurd for any layman, 
or, indeed, for any authority of lower stand- 
ing than the Supreme Court, to attempt to 
lay down the law. There has been a mis- 
carriage of justice, and that is all that there 
isaboutit. The evidence shows KrIn@ to 
have been guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree, but, as that evidence cannot convict 
him, under the opinion of the Supreme 
Court, he cannot be made to suffer the ex- 
treme penalty of the law. 

As for any other penalty, there can be 
no doubt that, during his long imprisonment, 
KRING has suffered more than is involved in 
an ordinary life sentence. It is one thing 
for a prisoner to pass seven years in jail 
knowing that at the end of his confinement 
he will be set free, and quite another thing 
to pass the weary weeks and years with the 
doom of the gallows hanging over his head, 
with his fate dependent on the solution 
which may be reached through the subtleties 
and intricacies of the law, and with the cer- 
tainty that any slip or error made in his de- 
fense will set his trembling feet on the path 
to that scaffold stairs whither he has thrice 
been ordered. ‘To live such a life for years 
is, especially toa man of nervous tempera- 
ment, worse than any other penalty except 
death, and if KriNn@ is not to be hung he has 
already received as much punishment as the 
law should inflict, The question of a severer 
or milder punishment of a-single criminal is 
of small importance compared with the rev- 
elation that there is no certainty whatever 
about the enforcement of law,and that decis- 
ions involving life and death are tossed about 
among the courts and reversed and affirmed 
without any pretense of uniformity or au- 
thority, on which alone justice is based. 


THE SMALL-POX SCARE, 

The outbreak of small-poxin one of the 
crowded parochial schools of the city appears 
to be the result of a gross and willful viola- 
tion on the part of a physician of one of the 
most reasonable regulations of the city. We 
do not care to judge any casein advance, or 
to pronounce any one guilty before he has 
been tried, but if the facts connected with 
the appearance of the small-pox in St. Peter 
and Paul’s school are as. stated, if u physician 
attending achild who died of small-pox gave 
a false certificate of death and suppressed 
the warning which should have prevented 
the other children of the family from con- 
veying the infection to the school, there is 
no punishment in the city ordinances severe 
enough for him; he is responsible for any 
deaths which may result from his criminal 
recklessness. 

It is one of the dangers of private schools, 
which are dependent on the fees of the 
children for their maintenance, that they 
are apt to be indifferent about such dangers, 
if, indeed, they are not willing to take risks. 
In our public schools there is a general 
agreement and determination among the 
pupils and teachers that all cases of sickness 
shall be truly reported, and it is almost im- 
possible for a child to continue coming to 
school from a house with contagion in it. 
The present case should serve as a warning 
of the fearful consequences which may re- 
sult from neglect or violation of the sanitary 
regulations of the city, and it would be well 
if the warning could be more deeply im- 
pressed by making an example of those who 
are guilty of criminal carelessness in the 
matter. 


EDUCATION IN MISSOURL 

Missouri is considered to be pretty well off 
in educational matters. At least the average 
Missourlan would feel very badly insulted if 
any one were to say that the interests of 
education were neglected in his State, or 
that any child in Missouri was in danger of 
growing up in ignorance for lack of public 
school facilities. Yet, from the annual re- 
port of the amount and distribution of the 
public school moneys, it appears that the 
State of Missouri allowed as much as 
seventy-five cents for each person of; school 
age. Of course, we do not expect every 
child in Missouri to go to schoo! continuously 


| but as schools are managed nowadays a child 


might go from the age of eight to four- 
teen, say for six years, without im- 
bibing a dangerous quantity of learning. 
This would increase the allowance for chil- 
dren attending school to the magnificent sum 
of $1 75. ‘ 

Now, our experience in St. Louis is that, 
with an average expenditure, per capita, of 
ten times that amount, we can educate about 
two-thirds of our children in the public 
schools, the rest of them resorting to private 
and parochial schools.’ But in St. Louis we 
are constantly pinching and scraping, strain- 
ed for room, for money, for resources of 
every kind. What must be the condition of 
affairs in the country districts, where no such 
resources are available? 

It would be worth the trouble of finding 
out just how many of our children in Mis- 
souri are growing up in ignorance. It is 
more important to know that than to decide 
who shall draw the salaries of State officials. 
It looks very much, in spite of all patriotism, 
as if the educational interests of Missouri 
were disregarded and needed attention.

OUR MAIL POUCH, 


Mr. Feuerbach Makes a Suggestion. 
; St.Louis, April 2, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispateh: 

What to do with the present lime mud Its a ques- 
tion which would be a puzzle to our philosophers. 
T. Cummings, the great cement man of Buffalo, 
N. Y., has discovered that the obelisk at New 
York, which was brought from Egypt at such 
great expense,is made out of hydraulic lime, 
broken up granite and clay mixed in a mortar, 
which he says is superior to Portland or Roman 
cement.

| WOMAN'S WILES 
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The Cause of a Terrible Tragedy 
Early This Morning. 


Joe Glenn Shot and Killed by Bert Wing=- 
Essie Davis Tells the Story of Her Life-- 
A Fallen Woman's Career--A Kentuckian’s 
Revenge.

The occupants of Mrs. Theresa Prettyman’s 
boarding-house at No. 1125 Pine street were awak- 
ened at halt past 1 o’clock this morning by two 
reports of a pistol, Wm. H. Seward, a son-in-law 
of the landlady, who slept in the second story, 
partially dressed himself and ran down stairs. 
While on the landing he saw a tall man running out 
through the hall. The door of the back parlor 
was ajar, and going back to this he discovered a 
man lying at the foot of the bed in a pool of blood. 
A few feet from him stood a young woman, en- 
veloped in acloud of smoke, excitedly dressing 
herself. Sewardran out to the street in search of 
a policeman, but, failing to find an officer, turned 
back from the corner of Twelfth 
street and was nearing ihe house, 


when he saw the woman hurry out and turn to- 
ward Eleventh street. He soon overtook her, and 
said, “You Know more about this thing than any- 
body else and you must tell it.’’ Officers Fine and 
O’Neil, who were standing at the corner of 
Eleventh, had come up and met the woman, who 
was taken back to the house. A messenger was 
dispatened tothe Dispensary and soon returned 
with Dr. Dorsett. From bullet holes just above 
the ear the blood poured out in two streams, 
drenching the carpet where the boay lay. A 
“lance told the physician that there was no room 
toy the slightest hopes, a fact soon verified by 
death,which ensued before the body was moved. 

“Who is that man?” the officers asked of the 
woman.

The officers then ascertained what intormiatiou 
they could, and started for the Four Courts. 
where the girl gave her name as Essie Davis, 
aud said she lived at Mattie Roberts’ house, No. 
103 North Tenth street. 

While this was occurring at the house and Four 
Courfs the nan who did the shooting was hurry- 
ing away from the scene. Two men walking up 
Clark avenue were met by an excited estrian, 
whe asked the way to the bridge. hen told 
that he was a loug way from that outlet, he asked 
where the Union Depot was, saying 
he was a stranger In the city. 
This was reported a few mome ts later at the 
Central District Station, and the patrol wagon 
was ordered out, with Sergeant tom Purcell 
and Officers McDonald and the patro!| crew. Fol- 
lowing the direction indicated by the citizens. they 
discovered a man walking across the railroad 
tracks at Twenty-first street and Clark avenue, 
and at once stopped and accosted him, asking if he 
had been in a house on Pine street witb 
Joe. Glenn and Essie Davis. In a slightly excited 
manner he replied that he had been. —_ 

“What's your name?” asked the Sergeant. 

“Albert Wing.” 

“Was there a quarrel between you and Glenn 
and th egirl when the shooting occurred?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

Wing was then placed in the wagon and driven 
to the Four Courts, from which 
he was shortly afterwards taken 
to the house No. 1125 Pine. He looked at the 
body in a composed way aud showed no inclina- 
tion whatever to conceal anything. The officers 
called Mrs. Prettyman to iaentify the man, who, 
in answer to her questions, soon identified him- 
self. He said he wus the same man who had rent- 
ed the room at7 o’elock last evening. He then 
said that he had quurreled with Gleng and 
that Glenu = attempted to shoot him, 
when he wrenched the revolver from him and 
fired twice in rapid succession. Seeing what he 
had done, hv’ ran away and in his flignat threw 
away his pistol, but did not know where. 

THIS MORNING 
a reporter called on Wing in the Central District 
calaboose. He is a young mau of 
about 24 years, well-buiit and with 
a decided Kentucky siyle of speech. 
When asked for a statement, he said: “I madea 
statement of this last nigit, but I'll teil you all 
about it. I eame here last Saturday from Owens- 
boro, Ky., arriving on a morning train. ‘The girl 
Essie Davis was with me. I met her at Liver- 
more, but I would rather you would ask her any 


questions about herself than speak of her 
myself. Both she and I|I Knew’ Glenn, 
who had been in Greenville, She had 


been in the city before, and on Saturday went to 
Mattie Roverts’ house, at No. 103 North Tenth 
street. l had no money, having left home with 
very little. I saw Glenn on last Saturday. He 
had come here and gove to work at Leubries’ sey- 
eral months ago. Hetold me that he would help 
me out, and agreed to rent a room, to 
which I intended to take Essie. 1 went 
with himto rentthis room on Pine street, and 
told him to go down and bring Essie up. He was 
to leave then. I went away and got back about 1 
y’eloek, and when Il went intothe room I found 
him there yet. He was in his shirt, pants and 
socks. I can’t say precisely what words [ used, 
can give you the substance. 
I said: ‘l thought you were = guing 
to leave here.’ He said, he bhadn’t left yet and 
didn’t have to or something to that effect. I said 
I'd make bim leave, and he made some answer to 
me saying he wasas good a iman as | was. I 
think [ calied hima und he picked up 
the pistol, which was lying either on the table or 
on the _ chair,® and was raising it 
when I clenched with him and wrenciied the pis- 
tol from his hand, I then shot twice just this

‘ING 
Joe was airiend of mine. He Pis a younger brother of Hon. E. Rumsey Wing, a 


very able and excelient young man, who was de 
feated as the Kepubiican nominee for Governor 
of Kentucky, in 1871, aud Wwio subsequently died 
while serving as United States Miuister to Ecua- 
dor. These brothers are descettdanis of James 
Rumsey, born in 1743%t Bobemia Mauor, Cecil 
county, Md., who, itis claimed, preceded Robert 
Fuitou in solving the probiem of steain naviga- 
tion, and trom whom Fulton is said to have ob- 
tained the ideas on which he made his successful 
experiments, James Rumsey became a machin- 
ist and introduced great improvements in the 
mechanism of milis. As early as 1734 he exhibited 
a boat which, in the presence of Generai 
Washington, ascended the Powwimac propelled by 
mechanical appliances of bis invention. I[n 173 
he supplied this boat witha steam engine of bis 
own construction, and operated it so successfuily 
that he obtained a patent for steam navigativu 
from the State of Virginia in 1787. He then or- 
anized, in Philadelphia, the Rumsey society 
or the Promotion of steam Navigation, and pub 
lished a treatise on the subject. After building a 
new steamboat in 1788, he went abroad, met Robt, 
Fulton in London, obtained steam Dpavigation 
patents fiom FEugiand, France and Holland, and 
organized more steam navigation societies. In 
December, 1792, he mace a successful trip on the 
Thames with a new steamboat he had built, and 
diedin London a few days thereafter, Ou the 23d 
of the manth. Robert Fulton then took 
the matter in hand, and has been generasy 
written up as the inventor and father of steau 
navigation. But in 1839 James Rumsey’s sou, 
Hon. Edward Rumsey, a distinguisued lawyer 
and Representative in Congress trom Kentucky, 
presented a at mass of documentary evidence, 
including patents wud letters from Gen. Wasilig- 
ton aud other distinguished men, the dates of 
which were long apterior to Robert Fulton’s coa- 
nection with the subject, and which proved that 
the honor long cenuceded to Fulton belonged to 
Ruinsey, with whom Fulton had been intimate in 
London. The Legisiature of Kentucky had a gold 
medal struck and pryseuted to Hou. Edward hum- 
sey, *commenworative Of his latiuer’s services and 
his agency in giving to the wurid the benelit of 
the steamvoat.’

Court Grants the Husband a Divorce and 
Castody of the Child.

THE DUTY ON FOREIGN WORKS OF ART.

THE CHOLERA SCARE, 


The National Board of Health officials are not 
disposed to be alarmed over the prediction of St. 
Louis physiciaus that this country is to have a 
cholera epidemic during the comingsummer. “I 
don’t see any reason to be alarmed about it,” said 
one of those officials, In speaking of the 
matter to your correspondent yesterday; ‘there 
is no evidence that we are to have any epidemic 
this year, sofaras we areinformed. Of course 
thereis danger of some cases of cholera being 
brought here whenever there is cholera in any 
part of the commercial world, for increasing com- 
mnerce increases the possibility of bringing in 
cases of any contagious disease existing in any 
part of the world. But thisdoes not mean an 
epiaemic. There is cholera now —- India 
and some of the adjoining islands, and Japan has, 
you know, iy passed through a terrible scourge 
of this kind, but tnat is no cause for alarm.” 

“You don’t think the overflows in the Missis- 
sippiand Ohio Valleys likely to produce serious 
results?” 

“T see no indications of itnow. Of course there 


ismore sickness there than there would have 
otherwise been, but it 1s not anything like an epi- 


demic or anything that could be called serious.’ 

“Nor likely to be?” 

“IT think not. There will presaay be an unusu- 
alamount of malaria and ague, but the people 
there know pretty well how to deal with that. I 
do not think there is any occasion for any serious 
apprehensions as to the results of the flood.” 

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 

Information received here shows that the Nica- 
raguagCanal Company, tired of waiting for action 
by Congress and alarmed by the activity manifest- 
ed by the Panama Company, is taking active steps 
in the direction of beginning work on its proposed 
canal across the Nicaragua. Within the ae thir- 
ty days a huge dredge,the largest and most perfect 
ever constructed, has been started toward the 
eastern end of the Panama Canal, where it is to be 
used On @ contract already let and awaitin 
the arrival of the dredges for active work; an 
still later a $7,000,008 contract for work on the 
western end has been let. These events, together 
with the fact that the Panama Company has 
already expended about $45,000,000 in its pre- 
liminary work on the Isthmus, have led those in- 
terested In the Nicaragua Company to a decision 
intavor of immediate action. This determina- 
tion maving been arrived at, the financial 
managers 0 the company went quietly 
to work in New York and other financial centers, 
and have so far progressed with their undertak- 
Ing that they feel assured of success and of being 
able to begin active operations ‘vithin a compara- 
lively short time. he necessary concessions 
fromthe Nicaraguan Government have been al- 
ready secured, and with them very valuable land

This my father has been, this 
he has done, * all who knew him well can 
abundantly testify. 

In ving times he has stood as a bulwark of 
strength and courage, protecting this city and its 
citizens from riotous outbreaks, from menacing 
foes within and without. And wurtng those mo- 
mentous hours which tried men’s souls, from ‘61 
to 65, the city of St. Louis was indebted to his 
vigilance, courage and never-failing watchi ulness 
for much of its safe conduct and peace, 

When epidemics have come, pons daunted, 
again and again be has gone down in their midst, 
in the panoply only of duty ana loving kind- 
ness to his fellow-man, bringing not only ho 
and comfort to the poor and lonely, but staying by 
his courageous hand and presence’ the pestilen- 
tial advance of the destroyer into the more guard- 
ed homes. Has St. Louis nothing for this but 
the contemptuous scribbling of, perchance, a 
youth whose down has scarcely left his lip, who 
discerns not the gold from the dross, and who 
thus ery eae Lan a of the times for 
age and honorable experience? 

"That my nobie father fills-a subordinate office, 


and is not honored by the Republican 
party with the best that it could 
give so faithful a server, is the dis- 


to be its ally. 

There were giants in those days of Luther M. 
Kennett, Hamilton R. Gamble. John M. How, 
C. D, Filley, Frank P. Blair, Nathaniel Lygn and

honored him with their friendship, confided 


to him great trusts, leaned on him for help, 
looked to him for strength, and loved him for his 
moral courage.

“My DEAR Str—My term of office being about 
to expire and the official relations existing be- 
tween us being soon to cease, [ desire to express 
to you, in this explicit manner, my entire satis- 
faction with your management of the affairs of 
yout ce, and to assure you that my confidence

od has been strengthened by long and intim- 
ate acquaintance. 

“I shall always feel, asa citizen, that St. Louis 
is in safe hands whilst you remainin a position 
to control in a great measure the management of 
its police. 

And, in taking leave of you, let me assure you 
should it be at any time in my power to serve you, 
that at can count on me as one of your 
yee A riends. You know me well enough to un- 
derstand that Ido not make empty professions 
of esteem that Ido not really entertain, and 
will, £ feel sure, appreciate the sincerity and 
truthfulness with which I subscribe myseif, your 
friend and very obedient servant, 

LUTHER M. KENNETT.” 

Hamilton R. Gamble, 4s provisioua!l Governor, 
in 1861, when the passions and prejudices of men 
blinded their better judaments, relied fully upon 
him, as his confidential adviser and trusted ser- 
vant, to preserve order and good government in 
this city, which held the balance of power for 
Missouri to the Union. 

Abraham Lincoln, writing to him in 1863, as to 
the policy of withdrawing martial law, says: ‘I 
have more confidence m your knowledge of 
affairs, and your judgment than in the military 
power of the State, and your decision will influ- 
ence me, for or against its further enforcement.”’ 

Edward Bates, writing of him in ’6 to the De- 
partment at Washington, says, “My knowledge 
of his character for vears enables me to vouch for 
him as a man of rare intelligence, of great experi- 
ence and tact in business and of great worth 


asamanandacitizen. Heis—and has been for 


long—the very efficient Chief of Police of this city 
—and I have never Kuown a man, long engaged in 
that sort of contact with vice and crime, who 80 
a preserved the purity of his own repu- 
tation.”’ 

The Board of Police Commissioners, in parting 
with him in 1865, “resolved that Ma- 
jor Couzins, in our opinion, deserves 
and we hereby tender him, the thanks of this 
board for the services he has rendered the city 
and the Union cause, in the capacity in wh ich he 
has acted during the time which tried the loyalty 
and energy of every one, and when crime was so 
prevalent on everg hand.”’ 

But why need I multiply the estimates of the 
great men who are gone—the paate who have 
wey away, as bas the glory of the Republican 
party? 

Now the Lilliputs rule the land, and the Repub- 
lican is no longer the party of the past, but an or- 
ganized band of meretricious marauders on the 
still hunt for the loaves and the fishes.
